In fairness to our regular customers, w e are not taking on any new fuel oil accounts 
while the em ergency ex ists. T o the m any prospective new custom ers w ho are calling us 
daily , we ex trem ely regret our inability to serve y ou at this time. If and w hen the shortage of 
fuel oil is overcom e, w e again will w elcom e new business.

In fairness to our regular customers, we ere not tsking on any new fuel oil accounts 
while the emergency exists. To the many prospective new customers who ere calling us 
daily, we extremely regret our inability to serve you at this time. lf and when the shortage of 
fuel oil is overcome, we again will welcome new business.
